Meanwhile, the stampede of returning emi- 
grants, the stories of their sufferings on the 
Plains, and the réports which thty bring of 
the outrageously character of the repre- 
sentations made Hy interested parties as to the 
richness of the mines, will put a complete 
check upon emigration .thitherward. It is 
much to be regretted that common prudence 
had not induced the adventurers, now on the 
Plains, to await pa:iently the result of thorough 
exploration by those on the ground, before set- 
ting out on an expedition which is proving dis- 
astrous to 80 many of them. 


MODENA. 

A dispatth from Providence, R. I., based 
upon private advices by the Vanderbilt, says 
that the Duchy of Modena has followed “the 
eumples of Tuscany and Parma, by revolu- 
tionizing, expelling the Duke, and establishing 
a Provisional Government. The public ac- 
tun by the Vanderbilt contained nothing of 
tis character, but the news is highly proba- 
ble, and if not true now, is morally certain to 
become so in & few days. Surrounded by 
popular risings, and itself one of the choicest 
morsels for a revolution in all Rurope, the de- 
thronement of its Austrian despot would be 
the next likeliest thing that could happen—the 
likeliest being his voluntary abdication some 

dark night. 

Modena embraces a territory of 2,332 square 
miles, and a population of about 600,000. Its 
government is a despotism most thorough and 
usqualified—the legislative, executive, judicial 
and military powers being all vested in the 
Duke. Francis V, upon whose house the Duchy 
was conferred by the Holy Alliance in 1814. 
He belongs to a collateral branch of the house 
@ Austria. The famous marble quarries of 
Carrarra are in Modena. Its chfef cities are 
Modena, (the capital,) Reggio, Massa di Car- 
tnd Guastaila.

He 
arrived at Dowd’s house about 2 P. M., and here 
passed some hours discussing subject of the sale 
tugether with what was worse, a quantity of 
whiskey, freely partaken of by both men. 
About dusk Dowd rose from his seat, and went 
to the yard to do his milking, Farmer remaining 
in the house, and, as appears from the state- 
ments of Mrs. Dowd anda Mrs. Elmore a vis- 
itor at the house, he offered some insult to 
those women, which was told to Dowd by his 
vife. A quarrel instantly took place between 
the two men, which resulted in Farmer's being 
violently ejected from the premises. The en- 
counter between the two was violent and 
wordy, but nothing serious. 

Dowd then returned to his milking, Farmer 
re-entering the yard, and following him with 
abusive and threatening language. To this 
Dowd made verbal rejoinder, without paying 
particular attention to Farmer's movements 
and had resumed his seat on the milking stool, 
when he was saluted with a powerful blow on 
] the cheek with a loaded whip. The force of the | 
blow sent him prostrate upon the ground, the 
weapon cutting a severe gash in his cheek. 

The parties then closed in a mortal encoun. 

ter. In strength they were very well matched, 
as in wrath and the whiskey they bad drank. 
The women, observing from the house the pos 
ture of affairs, alarmedly came out and attempt- 
ed to separate the combatants, but without avail, 
and Mrs, Elmore mounted Farmer's horse, left 
standing by the roadside, and rode to a neigh- 
bors to sommon aid, Mrs. Dowd starting off on 
the same errand. The two infuriated men were 
thus left free to wreak their wrath in the en- 
counter. When ald arrived, Farmer lay dead 
oo the ground. 
Dod attempts to gif no account of the fight 
other than to say that it was a hard battle, and 
that he does not know how he killed his oppo- 
nent. He made no movement to eseape, but 
voluntarily gave hinoself up, and is now in jail 
in this city. 

Coroner James, on being summoned as above 
went to Lyons as stated, Dr. Hollister and other 
| citizens accompanying him. By the latter a 
post mortem examination was held on the body 
of deceased.

Tas Mustox — or THE 
Occaston at run First Pres- 
Cuvece.—Differ as the world may in 
creeds and no creeds, and differ as the religious 
community may on points of faith, there is still 
a common ground, one field of labor occupied 
through the influence of our chutches, which 
can but enlist the sympathy aud win the appro- 
bation of every intelligent citizen. We refer to 
the noble Christian enterprise of gathering into 
the Mission Sabbath Schools from the lanes and 
alleys of our city, children from homes of 
squalor and want, whose exterior of dirt and 
destitution is but a share of the results of a 
neglect that impresses its worst influence on the 
moral and mental state of these little ones. 

The enterprise has, from small beginnings, 
within the past few years, grown in our cities 
to attract a large share, perhaps not yet its full 
meed of attention among other fields for 
Christian exertion and labor. The fact is be- 
ginning to be recognized that we can grow a 
very respectable heathen population at home. 
That neither the Ganges and its crocodile den- 
izems, the sacred cows of Brahma, nor the 
gaunt images of monkeys in mud or copper, 
nor the nakedness of a breech-cloth, though 
the socustomed accessories of heathencss 
abroad, are the indispensable or universal ac- 

ts of a state of moral darkness 
which may blight and blacker as well the bu- 
inanity of those born to calico and broadcloth 
and the sound of Sabbath belis, and American 
bread and butter, as of those bred among bread- 
fruit and banians, with an occasional slice of 

“cold missionary.” 

It is not that the church has gone too far and 
wide in its zealous labors, but that they have 
just begun to find a work nearer home at which, 
as more convenient, more hands, and willing 
hands, could be set at work. These heathen of 
our America! Show us the Hindoo mother 
casting her babe to the monster of her sacred 
river, and you shall with us praise her human- 
ity, beside the heathen mother of lower life in 
our own cities who casts her daughter into the 
whirlpool of vice, selling bér for a price to the 
destroyer of soul and body. 

The problem, though not yet quite solved, fe 
beginning to send home its exposition of results 
to American pockets. Tax-payers are beginning 


Jails are solidly built. Bridewells and Reform 
Schools, Poor-Houses and Penitentiaries are 
expensively kept, and the drain goes on, aseton 
im the side of the body politic, bad to be sure, but 
unavoidable. Just here, and now well established 
in their noble work in our city, come in the Mis- 
sion Sabbath Schjols. The little humble 
schoo! edifice rises in the suburb, an outpost 
daringly planted, and surrounded by a pagan- 
ism well nigh as dark as that about a mission 
house at Siam. 

Sabbath after Sabbath the children gather, 
always cheerful, always eager for the return of 
the hour of assembling. The poorly clad from 
want, are sure to find some kind and open hand 
with just the needed garment, the poorly clad 
from neglect too, by the influence of the school, 
and by that parental pride, always the last sen- 
timent obseured by vice and degradation, ex- 
erted te “make our children look as well as 
well as the rest,” and in a few months the result 
of these Sabbath afternoons at the mission 
school houses give a visible return, ocularly 
demonstrated, the children look better—auricu- 
larly demonstrable, they sing like a sky full of 
larks ; and they have learned to read, and have 
learned that they stand on the edge of a world 
of light and love, where kind, helping hands are 
beckoning them to enter. And the work does 
not end here, new impulse for life is given to 
Bob, of the gutter, and Margery and Mag, of 
the alley. Who can doubt it? Let any of our 
readers drop in of a Sunday summer afternoon 
at any one of our various mission schools, and 
we warrant him a friend of those institutions, 
if any one will warrant him to us previously as 
an intelligent and sensible citizen; we care less 
about bis faith or creed, in this decision. 
| Bat wit h length of this preface, we have well 
nigh crowded out the scene on Sabbath afternoon 
last, which was its eliciting cause, the spectacle

xander Von Humboldt and Diony- 


Frederick Henry Alexander Von Humboldt 
was born in Berlin, Sept. 14, 1769. His father 
held the office of Chamberlain to the great 
Frederick, and left an ample fortune to his two 
sons, Alexander and William. The former 
passed three years, from 1786 to 1789, in the 
Universities of Frankfort and Gottingen, devot- 
ing his time mainly to scientific studies, with a 
view to employment in the Government mines. 
At Gottingen Alexander made the acquaintance 
of the naturalists Mumenbach and Foster. In 
company with the latter, he made his first sci- 
eatific journey through the countries bordering 
on the Rhine, which gave the material for his 
‘first literary production, “ Mineralogical Obser- 

i on some Hasaltie formations of the 
Rhine.” At the age of twenty-three he was 


years later, he commenced preparations for his 
great tour of North and South America. After 
a suécession of disappointments ot Paris, Mar- 
seilles, and elsewhere, the Spanish Government 


poses explorations in the new world. Sailing 
‘front Corunna in May, 1799, be arrived in Vene- 
zuela in July, The exploration of the Orinoco 
was his first great undertaking m the new field 
of labor. From the head waters of this stream 
Humboldt then crossed to the tributaries of the 
Amazon. In the two years following he tray- 
elled through New Granada, explored the chain 
Of the Andes, and made his famous ascent of 
Chimborazo. 4 visit to Mexico was his next 
. undertaking, after which he passed through a 
portion of the United States, and returned to 
Europe in August, 1904. In 1805 he went to 
Italy, and witnessed the great eruption of Ve- 
suvigs in August of that year. His last great 
@ jourtey through Russia, Siberia 
and Tartary, was begun in 1828 and finished in 
4880, Since that period he has resided chiefly 
in Berlin, publishing the resuits of his travels, 
and devoting himself ynweariedly to science. 
His Cosmos is undoubtedly the greatest work of 
modern times on physical science. His other 
principal productions are Views of Nature, Views 
nthe Cordilleras, New Spain, Journey to the 
Ural, and Central Asia, He died in his native 
city of Berlin on the 6th of May, inst., leaving a 
record of scientific achievements second to that 
of no man whomsover. 
stands at the fountain head of modern science, as 
that of Aristotle covers the triumphs of the an- 
cient world, Humboldt bas carved himself upon 
the mountains and deserts of the globe as their 
most illustrious descendant in the priesthood of

In 1840 Dr. Lardner came to this country, and 
after visiting Philadelphia in 1841, delivered a 
series of popular lectures on scientific subjects 
in the principal cities of the United States. In 
1845 Dr. Lardner returned to Europe, and has 
since resided at Paris. 

Asa writer Dr. Lardner was laborious and 
though not original. He was shockingly 
lam pooned in one of Thackeray's earlier works, 
but his productions on hydrostatics, pneumatics 
and animal physics entitle him at least to a re- 
spectable place among the scientific men of the 
day.
